there be a Kjng regnant- in poſſeſſion, though hz be Rex de fatto, & non de jure, 
jet be is Scignior le Roy within the purveiw of this Statute ; and the other that 
hath'Rigbt, and is out of. poſſeſſion; is not within the AF, It is too long a Book 
fo be particularly anſwered here; but as I apprehend, his fault is, thas he does 
not reafon riglit upoh matters'of Fatt ; and ſome of his fundamental mis» 
ſakes may be anſwered in a ſmall compaſs: and I chooſe the rather to do it, 


becauſe they are. the 'very. ſame miſtakes that impoſed upon me for ſome' 


time.

Uſurpers; they ſhould have ſaid ſo: for a King de fates, as the Ch. Juſt, aſerts, 
is Sergnior le Roy, or King; and there isno other King but he : for King figni- 
that perſon wha has the ſuprem? Government in the Nation ; A King de fato 
is he who actually has the Government ; that is, who is aually King ; a 
King de jure,-as,oppoſed to a King de fatto, is he who of Right ſhould have 
the Goycrnment, but has it not : that is, whoof Right ſhould be Kinig, but 
is not: ahd the Statute of Treaſon tells us what is Treaſon againſt hinv who 
's King, not againſt him'who ſhould be, but is not King, © But he proves, p. 8, - 
this Statute can intend 'only a King de jure, becauſe it makes it Treaſon to 
fill the King's cldeſt Son, to violate the Queen, or the Prince's Wife, or the 
Xing's c1deſt Danghter, all which; is to ſecure the Succeſſion to the Crown, 
d therefore cannot concern an Uſurper, who Ins no Right himſelf, and 
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the Law ſhould take care to ſecure the Succeſſion to the: poſterity of an U-

bot this is no Argument to-me ; for the Law looks'upon: the:Crown as he- 
reditary, and the change df the Perſon or Royal Family, docs not make the 
Ctown ccaſc to be hereditary ; avd therefore whoever has poſſeſſion of the 
Crown, bas an hereditary Crown, and leaves it to his Heirs, as long as they 
can keep it; as is plain from the example of the three Henri#s, who luccceded 
cach other. And this is reaſon enough, why the Law ſhould make no differ» 
ence upon this account between a King de falo 9 de jure. 


But my Zoad Ch, Fuſt. Coke does not found bis gloſs upon the fundamental 
Conſiitution of the Rea m, though methinks he ſhould have underitocd it as 
well as our Author, But what is this fundamental Conſtitution, Why, The- 
Kegal Authority, and the Allegiance of the Subjetts, is appropriated to the lawful 
and rightful King. But where does he find this fundameutal Conltitution, 
The fundamental Conſtitution, I take to be an Hereditary Monareby ; not that 
the Monarchy thould continue always In ſuch a Family z for that may fail, 
or may be changed by -Conqueſts or Lurpations, as has often been, and the 
Conſtitution continue. The molt that can be ſaid is, that when any particular 
Family, by the Providence of God, and the conſent and®ſubmiſion of the people 
is placed in. the Throne, of Right the Crewn ovght to deſcend to the Keir of 
that Family : but ſuppoſe it does not, muſt we pay Allegiance to no other 
perſon, tho poſſeſzed of the Throne. Let him ſhew me;that fundawents! 
Conſtitution, for a meer Hereditary Monarchy does not ' prove itz and according 
to the Judgment of the beſt Lawyers, the Laws of the Land requixe the con- 
trary, that we muſt pay our Allegiance to him who is aftually King, not-to 
him wv ho ought to have been King, but isnot, And to think to confute this by 
preteuding the fundamental Conftitution of an Hereditary Monarchy, is to 
take that for granted which ought to have been proved, 


The Queſtion is not, Whether the Monarchy be Hereditary, that is agreed? 

but whether in an Hereditary Monarchy we -muſt pay Allegiance to no Prince
